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Notes and Comment 


The Grand Trunk Pacific autho- 
rities have been saying little but 
constantly sawing wood for the last 
few months and now the announce- 
ment is made that the contracts for 
the line between Edmonton and 
Portage la Prairie will be let with- 
in sixty days.» The principal in- 
terest for Edmonton lies in the 
route by which the railway will 
enter the city. ‘Iwo have been 
surveyed and a choice between 
them has yet to be made, The 
first provides for a crossing of the 
river at Clover Bar, the second for 
one at the Hudson’s Bay Fort, the 
city being approached by way of 
th street. If the latter is adopted 
the C. P. R. will in all probability 
come in on the same high level 
bridge, while provision will doubt- 
less be made for pedestrian and ve- 
hicular traffic in case municipal 
and government aid: is given to the 
scheme. A great objection to the 
plan, however, would ‘be that the 
line would cut into the-heart. of 
what promises to be the ‘most 
beautiful residential district of the 
city. “In making arrangements 
with the companies, if this second 
plan is adopted, steps would cer- 
tainly have to be taken to prevent 
the railways from utterly spoiling 
this locality. If an entrance could 
be effected at the east end and a 
union station built near the present 
Canadian Northern depot, it would 
be preferable from every stand- 
point, ‘The engineering difficulties 
do not seem to the casual. observer 
to be any greater at one point than 
at the other and while we welcome 
the railways and all the prospects 
which they will bring, it would be 
a great mistake to let them ruin 
the appearance of the city. 


The startling event of the week 
has been the sudden death in Paris 
of Hon. Raymond Pretontaine, 
Minister of Marine and Fisheries. 
Mr Prefontaine had had a most 
successful public career. For nearly 
twenty years he had been a member 
of the House of Cominons and for 
the last four a member of the Cab- 
inet. Fora lengthy period he was 
mayor of Montreal, During his ten- 
ure of that office serious charges 
were made against his administra- 
ion, the leading English liberal 
paper of the province, the Montreal 
Herald, leading in the campaign 
against him and his supporters in 
the Council, One of the results 
was the institution of proceedings 
for criminal libel against the man- 
aging director of that paper by 
Chief of Police Hughes, which 
proved a boomerang and brought 
about that official’s resignation. 
his chapter of Mr Prefontaine’s 
career, however, never seemed to 
interfere with his advancement in 
the wider fields of politics, He 
entered the administration when 
Mr Tarte was asked for his resigna- 
tion by Sir Wilfred Laurier, He 
was a ian of much polish and per- 
sonal popularity and it is generally 
conceded that he made an excellent 
administrator, It is possible that 
his body will be brought home in a 


British man-of-war. ‘The French 
Government has offered to extend 
military honors. Mr Prefontaine 
was in France with Hon. Mr 
Lemieux in connection with the 
proposed establishment of a line of 
steamers from Marseilles to Canada. 


On all sides complaints are being 
heard regarding delays in the mails 
in this part of the Dominion. It 
has been no uncommon thing to re- 
ceive letters three or four days be- 
yond the time at which they should 
arrive. Of course, the Christmas 
rush is responsible ina large meas- 
ure but these inconveniences had 
to be put up with long before it 
started. Mr Aylesworth, the new 
Post master General, would greatly 
oblige the people of Edmonton and 
district if he would take the matter 
up and institutea thorough investi- 
gation at the earliest possible 
moment. It is evident to the most 
casual observer that the department 
has not kept pace with the develop- 
ment of the West and its increase 
in population,» Better accommoda- 
tion, for one thing, is most urgently 
required at the Edmonton office. 
The Calgary Herald throws light 
on the causes of some of the delays 
that we have had to put up with. 
According to the Herald an accum- 
ulation of from 80 to 100 mail sacks 
for the north’ lay in the baggage 
room of the C.P.R. station there 
for several days. No extra help 
for the holiday season has been en- 
gaged either on the trains or in the 
offices, and the public has to try 
to keep its temper as best as it can. 
Hon. Mr Oliver shonld bring pres- 
sure to bear on his fellow minister 
for the present state of affairs is 
growing altogether intolerable. 


A washing machine factory from 
St. Mary’s Ohio, has been in com- 
munication with the civic. authori- 
ties in reference to the establish- 
ment of a branch factory here. It 
is not prepared to guarantee the 
employ of any definite number of 
nen, though stating that twenty- 
five would likely be on the pay-roll 
from the start, It is intimated 
that a bonus would be necessary to 
bring the industry here. ‘The 
council has referred the matter to 
the Board of ‘Trade, which will 
likely take it up at an early date. 
‘l'o the Saturday News it would ap- 
pear a great misfortune if a start 
were made with a system which 
has burdened so many = mu- 
nicipalities in the east. It is 
thoroughly opposed to that self- 
reliant spirit which is the hope of 
Western Canada, If an industry 
cannot stand on its feet without 
coming to the public coffers for 
aid, it will in very few cases ever 
prove of any great value to anyone, 
The legislature of Alberta should 
at its very first session set an ex- 
ample to the rest of the Dominion 
by passing a stringent anti-bonts- 
ing law. In the older provinces, 
it has been found very difficult to 
put stich legislation through, 
owing to the fact that most munici- 
palities are engaged practically all 
the time in dickering with indus- 
tries belonging to other towns and

For instance, 
what would we think of an affair 
like this, if it happened anywhere 
but in Russia, For some time past 
the revolutionists have held the 
outskirts of Moscow, from which 
the troops have been trying to dis- 
lodge thei. Six thousand work- 
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men had gathered together in an 
iron works, where they were sur- 
rounded .by cavalry and artillery, 

The soldiery, in order to iislodee | 
them,.set fire to the buildings, and 
hundreds are said to have perished 
in the conflagration, ‘The casualty 
lists on some days in Moscow rival 
those of important engagements in 
Manchuria, What the end will be. 
it is impossible for anyone to say, 
It is certain that before any pro- 
gress towards settled peace can be 
made, it will be necessary for the 
government to restore order, The 
danger is that the present excesses 
will lend aid to those who wish to 
see the despotism maintained that 
has so long weighed so heavily on 
the country. 


It is reported that the population 
of the little French island of St, 
Pierre in the gulf of St. Lawrence 
is becoming so rapidly depopulated 
that before very long “France will 
be willing to hand it over to Great 
Britian. It belongs both geograph- 
ically and industrially to Newfound- 
land, and the continuance of the 
French control is an anomaly, 
which the level-headed men who 
are guiding the destinies of the 
republic should see the folly of.

Libel Case to be further Ad- 
journed,

Hon, Mr. Oliver's Visit,

(From our own Correspondent) 


Calgary, Dec, 29.—The Dennis- 
Edwards libel case will come before 
Police Magistrate Smith this after- 
noon but there is every reason to 
believe that another adjournment 
will take place. P. J. Nolan is 
acting for Mr Edwards and Senator 
Lougheed for the plaintiff. Last 
week Chief Justice Sifton gave an 
order for a writ of subpoena for 
William Whyte, second vice-presi- 
dent of the C.P.R. whom the de- 
fence had claimed would be a 
material witness, The interest in 
the case will certainly be heightened 
by Mr Whyle’s presence and the 
further proceedings will be closely 
followed, ; 


& 

Business nen generally are ex- 
-ceedingly well satisfied with the 
results of the Hon, Frank Oliver's 
visit to the city. ‘The conference 
took place in the office of P, Burns 
and Co. The requests made to the 
Minister were five in number ; 

(1) The placing on the market 
a portion of the Sarcee Reserve, 
now being held by the Sarcee 
Indians, 

(2) The holding of the next 
Western Dominion Exhibition in 
Calgary. 

(3) . The revising of the litera- 
ture of the Immigration Department 
giving more scope to Central and 
Southern Alberta as a wheat 
growing country, 

(4) - The placing of a mail clerk 
on the south line, and the establish- 
ment of a street delivery for Cal- 
gary, 

(5) The changing of the name of 
‘Turkey Red wheat to Alberta Red 
wheat. ‘ 


Mr. Oliver gave a definite prom- 
ise to take action regarding the 
Sarcees, either by their removal or 
by placing them in boundaries more 
than keeping with their require- 
ments. He could not speak with 
as much certainty regarding the 
Dominion exhibition, but said that 
he would use every effort to have it 
held here, The citizens of Cal- 
gary would without doubt take the 
project up with enthusiasm, and it 
could be made the means of adver- 
tising Alberta generally as well as 
the city itself. It would be a wel- 
come move in the Government’s 
part and one that in the interests of 
the country it should not hesitate 
to make, ‘With this part of the 
West developing just as it is at 
present, it is only right that every 
means should be made available by 
which it can make its resources 
better known to the outside world. 

As to the other matters, Mr. 
Oliver promised that he would do 
what he could to meet the wishes 
of the business men, The gather- 
ing was a most agreeable ‘one, and 
it is thought should have an excel- 
lent effect,

Davis 
refused to go, and so Travis had 
him forcibly ejected by the sheriff, 
The defence was then argued -by 
FitzCochrane and Mr, Bleecker, 
For the prosecution Mr, Loughead 
had been retained, At the conclu- 
sion of the case, Mr. Travis declar- 
ed that Cayley wasclearly guilty of 
libel, and he would punish him 
severely. His sentence was reser- 
ved until Thursday,

cine Hat, on Monday night. ‘I‘he

lors, ‘There is a great need for a 
change and Calgary could not do 
better than follow in the steps of 
Edmonton, From all accounts, 
there has been some dissatisfaction 
in the temporary capital with the 
working out of the plan, but on 
the whole, the charter has proven 
a success, It was impossible to 
avoid difficulties in the introduction 
of so radical a change. But the 
principle is all right and this being 
the case, obstacles in the way of its 
effective work will soon be cast 
aside.

Christmas found a good many 
home-sick. nen in Edmonton, It 
wasn’t that their opinion of the 
city or the country had suffered, 
but no matter how well pleased 
with the way things are going or 
how many good friends you have 
made in recent months or years, 
most people can’t help wishing, 
when this great holiday season 
comes around, that they could get 
back to the scenes and the faces 
with which your earlier days are 
associated.

Did you ever 
notice how poetry, which deals 
with it, appeals to people of all 
sorts and_ conditions, From 
‘‘Home Sweet Hoime’’ down, many 
a singer has set his harp to this 
theme. J,ord Rosebery at a recent 
Scotch dinner quoted a singularly 
beautiful Scotch - Canadian boat 
song, which is ascribed to John 
Galt, who did so much for Eastern 
Canada in its early days, and 
whose family has taken such a 
prominent part in the development 
of-the West.

Of 
the hard-headed cominon sense of 
these remarks there will be no 
doubt. But there is a good deal of 
inconsistency in human nature, and 
it is more apparent near Christmas 
than at any other time in the year. 
There was certainly more excuse 
for homesickness on the part of 
those who came out here to live 
twenty or thirty years ago, cut off 
as they were from the rest of the 
world, 

An old newspaper man, ‘ Si” 
Saunders of Lethbridge, has recent- 
ly retired from active work. He 
can tell the present generation of 
westerners something of the dis- 
heartening conditions under which 
the foundations of the now flourish- 
ing communities of Alberta were 
laid. In 1881 it was decided to 
establish a newspaper at McLeod. 
A plant was purchased in Toronto, 
sent to Duluth, from there to 
Bismark, Dakoto, and then on up 
the Missouri by boat to Fort 
Benton, Montana, from which it 
was taken overland. 

“But on the way ‘says Mr. 
Saunders’? the water in the river 
got low, and part of the cargo was 
unloaded on the bank, lundreds of 
miles from anywhere, and left there 
under tarpaulins till next year. 
Amongst this, was our printing 
outfit. In the spring, the water 
rose again, and our press and t)pe 
were found and brought up to the 
first boat It was freighted by bull 
team from there to Macleod,’? 

When he came out there were 
only six white women between 
Kdinonton and the Montana boun- 
dary. Think, ye homesick men, 
what a Christmas here must have 
been like at that time. Mrs. A, 
M. Morden, whio still Jives at Pin- 
cher Creek was one of them, ‘I'he 
first issue of the Mcleod Gazette 


came out on Dominion Day, 1882. | 


The first paper in the Territories 
was the Battleford Herald, pub- 
lished by Mr. Lawrie, and the 


second was the Edmonton Bulletin. | 


The Gazette was the third. ‘I'he 
paper sold for 15 cents a copy, but 
as there was nothing in the coun- 
try smaller than a quarter, two 
were given for twenty-five cents. 
For advertising and job work, the 
publishers got anything — they 
wanted to ask, according to Mr. 
Saunders, In 1885 he began to 
run the Lethbridge News. No

General Manager Morse Coming— 
Service to Calgary to be 
Improved

The most pressing duty that the 
new Edmonton Council will have 
to face’is that of securing an agree- 
ment with the Grand Trunk Pacific 
authorities, It is most unfortunate 
that it has been delayed so long 
and citizens generally are anxious 
that no time should be wasted in 
bringing the negotiations to com- 
pletion. The news that General 
manager Morse will be here in the 
course of «, few weeks will thus be 
greatly welcomed, ‘The new coun- 
cillors should be fully prepared for 
him, so that the matters that will 
come under discussion may be set- 
tled with all the despatch consist- 
ent with the proper safeguarding 
of the city's interests. Mayor 
MacKenzie recently telegraphed to 
the general manager urging speedy 
action and on Saturday Mr, Van 
Arsdol, the divisional engineer at 
this point, received the following 
telegram from Mr, Morse : 

‘‘Please advise Mayor MacKen- 
zie his message received. I¥xpect 
to be in the west early next year 
and will be pleased to take up the 
subject of agreement,'’ 


When A, J. Hutchins, president 
of the Calgary Board of Trade, and 
F, G. Dawson, manager of Camp- 
bell Bros, & Wilson, in that city, 
were in the East recently, they had 
a talk with J. J, Hill of the Great 
Northern, They found Mr, Hill 
exceedingly interested in every- 
thing pertaining to Canada, and 
have no doubt that the invasion of 
Canadian territory which he is pro- 
jecting will be thorough in every 
respect, When they saw him, he 
had 4 map of the Canadian West 
before him, and casually pointed to 
that part of British Columbia where 
his lines are being extended and 
declared that he had some 2500 men 
now at work in the mountains, 

‘(Tt may be two years before we 
get through there and when we do 
we are coming down on the prairie 
and see what we can do for you 
people,’’ explained Mr, Hill, de- 
liberately, Further, Mr, Hill re- 
marked that he had to get his line 
across Kootenay lakes and_ the 
shortest route was two miles long 
but he had to cross some way to get 
to Fernie and he would cross, He 
made no secret of the fact that his 
policy had always been never to 
build lines in return for bonuses or 
any other inducements other than 
the actual traffic prospect, so that 
his enterprises would earn a legiti- 
mate dividend from the start. It 
had been his experience that he 
was thus enabled to dispose of his 
bonds in the open market much 
easier than if he had been backed 
by bonuses and government aid. 


The new stations on the La- 
combe branch of the C. P, R, are 
Nevis, Erskine, and Stetler, the 
exact mileage being 49,06, On the 
Wetaskiwin branch the new 
stations are Ohaton, Bawlf and 
Daysland, the mileage being 50,05,

It is a fact that the C, P. R. is 
charging Vancouver shippers more 
than double the rates given Calgary 
shippers to Revelstoke, So far out 
of reason is this arrangement that 
the Calgary merchants have only 
recently found out what an enor- 
mous advantage they possess, 
though the tariff has been in force 
since August 1, 1004, or over a 
year, Itis only a few weeks since 
a local firm discovered that a Cal- 
gary rival was laying goods down 
in Revelstoke cheaper than a Van- 
couver firm could doit, and an_ in- 
vestigation divulged the existence 
of the new tariff, 

So absurd is it that Calgary can 
shut Vancouver out of Revelstoke, 
that the Calgary merchants, not 
knowing what the Vancouver rates 
were, took it for granted for over a 
year that they could not expect to 
sell in Revelstoke, and consequent- 
ly did not try, At last. they have 


.found out, possibly the C, P. R. 


officials at Calgary were forced to 
draw attention to it, and now Van- 
couver’s territory ends at Kam- 
loops.

It was proposed that these build- 
ings should be arranged around a 
mall so as to increase their con- 
venience, to produce a complete 
effect, to enhance the beauty of 
each other and to give the stranger 
an impression which would. never 
be forgotten. After several years 
of effort a plan was evolved and has 
now been adopted. It consists of 
the cutting of a central mall from a 
part of the city, which, though 
near its centre, has no buildings of 
great value, the land itself being 
less costly than that which sur- 
At the head of the mall, 
the post office is under construction 
and side by side with if and) balan- 
cing it the public library. At eith- 
er side of the foot of the mall and 
facing the lake are to be built the 
city hall and the court house, ‘The 
union station is separated “by a 
beautiful bit of park land from 
these two buildings and along the 
lake near by is to be a landing 
place for passenger steamers, ‘The 
result will be to give an entrance- 
way to the city which for dignity 
and beauty can hardly ‘be’ sur- 
passeed, If this group plan had 
not been adopted, more costly 
building sites would certainly lave 
been selected than have now been 
secured, ‘lhe whole cost for the 
land and for the improvement of 
the mall is only about 25 per cent 
of the cost of the public buildings 
being erected to face it, But sites 
are left as well for other buildings 
to be erected in the course of time, 
The people of Cleveland feel certain 
that ina very short period they 
will have what will correspond 
favorably with those wonderful and 
beautiful architectural effects in 
Kuropean capitals that command 
the admiration of the world, 


A similar plan is also to be ear- 
ried out in St, Louis, where an 
official commission is projecting a 
parkway between ‘Thirteenth and 
Fourteenth Streets, extending from 
Olive street to Clark avenue, The 
newly-constructed city hall will face 
fipon it, and to this will be added 
very shortly a court house and 
public library, and other public and 
hsemi-public buildings, which it is 
determined from time to time to

Is it not advisable to attempt 
some stich greneral scheme for Ed- 
monton, It will doubtless be said 
by some that it is foolish for a city 
of this size to try to do what Cleve- 
land and St, Louis are doing, It 
certainly would be foolish to spend 
the money that they are devoting 
to their projects, Such outlays as 
they are making are altogether

sure tomake the city as beautiful 
and impressive as possible ? 

Wouldn’t it be better to have the 
city, the provincial and Dominion 
govermments, the railways and 
individual citizens who may be 
considering the erection of public 
buildings, co-operate and employ 
some competent landscape architect 
to draw up a general plan, than to 
have the various buildings go up in 
any old place? 

Is this isn’t done, we venture to 
say that some day, not many years 
hence, when Fdmonton shall have 
become the great city which we all 
expect it to be, the greatest regret 
will be generally felt that the advice 
which is now tendered was not 
adopted. Nature has already done 
a lot for us. We havea magnificent 
situation, Shouldn't we do so 
something to enhance its dignity 
and beauty? Shouldn’t the capital 
city of such a province as Alberta 
be able to hold its own in time, so 
far as appearance goes, with the 
other capitals in the world? The 
matter is one which the city council 
and the provincial government 
should direct their closest attention 
to in the course of the next few 
months, 

But this, of course, is but one way 
in which the work of civic improve- 
ment can becarriedout, Provision 
can now be made for breathing 
spaces, both in the central and out- 
lying parts of the city, ‘That the 
new council intends to address it- 
self in earnest to this.there is every 
reason to believe. It can be done 
now at a comparatively small cost, 
and future generations are sure to 
rise up and call those blessed who 
at this stage in our growth make 
this provision for the coming years, 
It is worth while noting what a few 
other cities have done, ‘The most 
comprehensive and beautiful park 
system in America is generally 
conceded to’ be that of Boston, 
Within eleven miles of the Boston 
State House, there are now 15000 
acres of park land and 25 miles of 
parkways, For the benefit of the 
legislature of Alberta, it should be 
carefully noted that in order to im- 
prove the capital of Massachusetts, 
the legislature of that state appro- 
priated three million dollars for the 
use of the Boston park commission, 

Kansas city, which isn’t a tre- 
imendously large place, has over 
2000 acres of park land and ten- 
and-a-half miles of completed park- 
ways. It has also several large 
public playgrounds with all neces- 
sary apparatus for outdoor games, 

Providence has 1400 acres, while 
the Blackstone Boulevard is 9300 
feet long and 200 feet in width. It 
has a length. of ‘connecting drive- 
ways about — eighteen-and-a-half 
niles long 

In Omaha 15 miles of parkways 
have been constructed, and it is 
proposed to add ten miles more, 

The cities cited are not the lar- 
gest ones in the Union, In New 
York and Chicago, as is well- 
known, vast park systems have been 
constructed at enormous cost, But 
sufficient has been said to show 
what is being accomplished and to 
show the advantage of taking 
action at an early stage in our mu- 
nicipal growth, . If we have faith 
in Hdjnonton, we should not lose 
the great opportunity which now 
lies open to us,

Nhe Rise to'Fortune of the Rich- 


est Scandinavian in America 


Among the settlers of Alberta : 


there are few from whom better 
things are looked for than from the 
Seandinavians, ‘They are an ex- 
ceedingly industrious and intelli- 
gent people, In the Western 
States they are speedily rising to 
positions of great prominence, 
One of them, Johhson by name, 
was elected governor of Minnesota 
last year on the Democratic ticket, 
when the Republicans carried the 
State for the presidency by a very 
large majority. Peter Tarson. of 
Montana is considered the wealth- 
iest man in the Northwest after 
Senator Clark, the copper King. 
He is said to be worth from fifteen 
to twenty five million. He now 
lies at his home in that state, suf- 
fering from cancer whicn is said to 
be incurable. He was born in the 
island of Funen, off Denmark, 56 
years ago. 

For the first twenty years his 
life was that of an ordinary peasant 
lad in Denmark, He came fo 
America empty-handed and igno- 
rant of the language, He worked 
as a common Jaborer on the Missis- 
sippi jetties and on railroad work, 
His first savings of $800 disappear- 
ed through the smooth ways of a 
swindler, Larson drifted north 
and engaged as a railroad contract- 


or, He built more of the North-: 


ern Pacific than any other man and 
Jater built portions of the Great 
Northern, 

The Morning mine at Mullauss, 


Idaho, which he owned together 


with T. I, Greenough, alone paid 
a profit of $25,000 a month for ten 
years and was recently sold for 
$3,000,000, 

He cleared more than a million 
off the Russell A, Alger tract, near 
Whatcom, Wash, A Helena bank- 
er asserts that two months ago 
Larson had $1,500,000 on deposit

R. R. Jameson, general superin- 
tendent of the Western C. P.R. 
division, makes the announcement 
that the second train every other 
day between Edmonton and Cal- 
gary will likely be made a daily 
service in the spring, giving two 
trains each day. The traffic would 
certainly seem to fully warrant the 
extension. Tor weeks past all the 
trains on this line have been crowd- 
ed.

George Ham of the C.P.R. is 
probably the most popular railway 
official ever in the employ of a 
Canadian road. He has time and 
again visited .Alberta, and every 
time he comes he makes for him- 
self new friends. ‘I'wenty years 
ago he was a newspaper editor in 
Winnipeg. The C.P.R. saw how 
well he could serve its purpose in 
popularizing its lines with the trav- 
elling public and took him into its 
service, Many a party of disting- 
uished travellers he has since that 
time taken through the West. ‘The 
state of Mr. Ham’s health alarmed 
his family during the past summer, 
Mainly for the sake of the outing, 
he went to Europe. At a banquet 
in Scotland he was a guest and 
made a speech which is described 
by the press as exceedingly witty, 
as anything emanating from Mr, 
Ham could scarcely help being. A 
poem in his honor, from the pen of 
Neil Munro, the Scotch Novelist, 
was read on this occasion. Mr. 
Munro was in Edmonton, as a 
member of the British journalistic 
party, which was brought out last 
year to see the West.

Trappers up North. 

On Sunday night two young 
trappers named George Cornell and 
Scot Pitzier spent a few hours in 
Kdmonton, They came in from 
Mcleod river, and from the ac- 
counts which they have given have 
had one of the most remarkable ex- 
periences in the history of the
